BS guns, munitions and scientifically 
mechanized armies alone can never 
provide adequate defense for any nation, 
country, city or church. Voltaire was 
wrong when he said, “God fights on the 
side of him who has the most bullets.” He 
has often fought on the side of scant 
minorities. As men often discover when it 
is too late, He is to be reckoned with in 
every program of defense, for “Except 
the Lord keep the city, the watchman 
waketh in vain.” Psalm 127:1. This is 
equally true of the Church. 


The Church is a fold of believers who 
have fled from the world, seeking protec- 
tion from the ravages of sin and the rag- 
ing lion who is abroad in every land seek- 
ing whom he may devour. The Church is 
not independent. It is ever dependent 
upon the Lord. And the Lord has His 
own appointed mieans of keeping His 
own. No other means will suffice, and 
all labors and pains otherwise expended 
in this direction are lost motion and 
wasted effort. 

Ir would be entirely possible for the 
omnipotent God to protect the Church 
arbitrarily by supernatural power, or by 
the ministry of unseen angels, but such 
has not been His pleasure. The ministry 
has been committed unto “faithful men.” 
In the Word of God they are called “‘pas- 
tors,” from a Greek word which means 
“shepherds,” and “bishops,” meaning 
“overseers.” The advice of Paul to the 
Ephesian elders, in part, was, “Take heed 
therefore unto yourselves, and to all the 
flock, over the which the Holy Ghost 
hath made you overseers, to feed the 
church of God which he hath purchased 
with his own blood.” Acts 20:28. “Feed 
the flock of God which is among yon, 
taking the oversight thereof.” 1 Peter 5: 
2. From these two passages it is evident 
that it is the duty of pastors to feed and 
oversee the flock. The duty of protect- 
ing and defending the Church then de- 
volves upon pastors, or overseers. These 
are the watchmen who “watch for your 
souls.” Heb. 13:17. No position on earth 
could carry with it greater responsibility, 
and no man of God in such a position 
should feel that his task is a trivial one. 
On the other hand, no church should 
feel that the good man who labors in 
their interest, prays for them, feeds them 
the Word of God, leads them, and seeks 
to protect them from Satan’s wiles is a 
mere second-rater who could not make 
good in any other vocation of life, and 
consequently accepted the call to the 
ministry because he could not fit into 
anything else. They should appreciate 
him, and render unto him the honor due 
an ambassador of Christ. He is a gift of 
God.

Ever since the origin of the Church, 
Satan’s legions have been determined to 
exterminate it from the earth.

This 
is no less true today than it was in the 
first century. While Satan has often 
changed his methods of attack, his war- 
fare goes on relentlessly. But in the early 
days when the attack came in the form 
of physical persecution, the leaders of the 
Church were blessed with the Spirit’s 
guidance. Today in America there is lit- 
tle persecution from without, but the 
fiend is determined to break down the re- 
sistance from within. And so it happens 
that some of his nefarious fifth column- 
ers occasionally get into the Church. One 
of them within can do more damage than 





a whole regiment without. They creep in 
“unawares.” They steal in. While many 
a preacher is discussing spiritual gifts and 
wondering whether they are for him, the 
foe creeps in, and the helpless, well-mean- 
ing pastor is deceived by suave flatter- 
ies. Once within the fold it takes time, 
and too often sad experiences, to rid the 
flock of the wolf. But remember, breth- 
ren, when one of these foes gets by the 
gate, and by the “watcher,” it is because 
someone has failed to summons the help 
of the Lord. His Spirit never leads us 
wrong. It would be the good pleasure of 
the Lord to supply His servants with 
“spiritual discernment” that they might 
not stand in the wisdom of men. How 
often God has tried to get us to hear His 
voice, and it has been whisped away, be- 
cause of the fear of being called cranks, 
or visionary. It has been the experience 
of this writer on various occasions when 
questionable characters presented them- 
selves as “high pressure” traveling evan- 
gelists, that the still small voice has whis- 
pered to the inner man, “Better be care- 
ful.” Oh, that that voice had always been 
heeded. “Except the Lord keep the 
Church, the watchman waketh in vain.”

Paul 
said, in speaking of the call of Christ and the ministry 
which followed, “Who also hath made us able ministers of 
the New Testament, not of the letter but of the Spirit; for 
the letter killeth but the spirit giveth life.” And so it is 
necessary that the gospel be a spiritual gospel, just as nec- 
essary as it was for Jesus to be Christ. 

Jesus was a human being and 
the name “Jesus” signified a de- 
liverer, but He being divine was 
more than a political deliverer or

came to deliver from sin and 
sorrow and He could only do 
that because He was the Christ, 
the Anointed of God. So it is 
that the gospel of the Son of 
God when looked upon as a 
code of ethics to govern civili- 
zation, or as a mere piece of 
good literature, without that 
Spirit which was intended as an 
accompaniment to it, it be- 
comes a Christless gospel and is 
non-Christian in its results. For 
the gospel of the Son of God to 
be true to its name in reality it 
must not be stripped of its 
spiritual vestige for the letter 
killeth but the Spirit giveth life, 
and_ while it is necessary that 
men should be completely dead 
to the world, it is necessary 
that they also be endued with the spirit of life, which spirit is 
found in the person of the Holy Ghost. 


Spirituality Mee is being said in these days about 

spirituality, and it should be, for there was 
never a time that the Church needed a call to deeper spirituality 
more than now. But what is spirituality? It is not spiritualism 
or spiritism but it is that which pertains to the spirit as dis- 
tinguished from matter, that which affects the soul, coming 
from the divine Spirit, pure, holy, sacred, and religious.

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“Why “Was Christ Incarnated?

OHN 1:14, “And the Word was 
J made flesh, and dwelt among us, (and 
we beheld his glory, the glory as of the 
only begotten of the Father,) full of 
grace and truth.” 

The tragedy in the Garden of Eden 
worked havoc with man, not only bring- 
ing a curse upon his earthly existence but 
also forever severing his life from his 
Maker, unless a satisfactory reconciliation 
could be made with God. It is folly to be- 
lieve that heaven can be populated with 
people who are not morally the same as 
God. It would mean everlasting jangling 
and trouble if unregenerated men were 
permitted to inherit the kingdom. Heaven 
just wouldn’t be heaven under such cir- 
cumstances. 

In order for man to ever get back to 
God a plan had to originate in the mind 
of God to accomplish this. The horrible, 
degenerated state of man has made him 
that even the very imaginations of his 
heart are evil, saying nothing about find- 
ing his way back to God. God, who is the 
author of all that is good, must reveal 
Himself to man so that he can get a 
glimpse of righteousness and truth. 

We look into the Word and discover 
at least three ways in which God has re- 
vealed Himself to the world. In Psa. 19:1 
we read that “the heavens declare the 
glory of God.” An honest-hearted person 
cannot help but see God in the wonder- 
ful works of nature. There is a silent 
voice speaking from the heavens telling us 
that God is still at the helm of this uni- 
verse. However, will such a revelation 
of God be satisfactory to restore man to 
the favor of his Maker? The heathens 
worship nature, deifying the sun, moon, 
stars, etc., but we all know how inade- 
quate such a religion is. It leaves the 
mind darkened, and immorality and wick- 
edness thrive while the poor blinded idol- 
worshippers strive to appease the wrath 
of the gods they have made. 

Now let us look into the revelation 
God gave Moses on Mt. Sinai when He 
conversed with him and gave the law to 
him. Even though the law stated the 
mind of God in the commandments, we 
see how the Hebrews departed from the 
one true God time after time. They knew 
God was almighty, omnipresent, right- 
eous, just and merciful, but they still 
couldn’t keep themselves from disobeying 
Him, and even departing into rank heath- 
enism. Why was this? There was not yet 
the right conception of God in_ their 
hearts and minds. 

The third revelation of God that we 
will consider is found in the man Christ 
Jesus. In Col. 2:9 we read, “In him dwelt 
all the fulness of the godhead bodily.” In 
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other words, Jesus was a revelation of God 
impersonated in a man of like passions as 
we are. Will such a revelation of God 
help man to find favor in the eyes of 
his Creator? We sound forth the trium- 
phant shout of Jesus, “I am the way, 
the truth and the life.” He is the one who 
was to solve the perplexity of life. 

We find in 1 Peter 1:19, 20, that be- 
fore the foundation of the worlds this 
plan was conceived. Our God is a per- 
sonal God and in order to show man the 
true character of Himself, it took a per- 
son in whom He dwelt to do it. Man 
needs to know that God is sympathetic 
toward him, and this is just what Jesus 
does. The thing we remember about Je- 
sus is not what a great physique He had, 
such as Saul, Caesar or Alexander the 
Great—in fact, the pictures we see of 
Him today are supposedly what He looked 
like, but we are made to admire that di- 
vine tenderness and compassion He mani- 
tested, which drew the multitudes ro 
Him. The masses of people cannot see God 
in a set of laws or in nature, but they 
can feel after a personal Christ and there 
find Him precious to their lives. Further, 
the fact that Jesus suffered and was 
tempted in every way like as we, makes 
Him a satisfactory Savior, The song says, 
“He Knows How.” Hallelujah! The 
most wonderful thing about the Christ is 
that when we come to Him in a repent- 
ant condition He gives us of His own life 
which breaks the power of sin and plants 
within us the seed of holiness. We can say 
with Paul, “I live; yet not I, but Christ 
liveth in me.” 

The proof of Christ’s remedy is evi- 
dent. The heathen Greeks and Romans 
who produced some of the most brilliant 
philosophers the world has ever known, 
were not able to keep their people from 
immorality and brutality. They deified 
the abstract things of nature and in so 
doing failed to find a personal God who 
could reveal Himself to them. Some of 
our 20th century philosophers are headed 
down the same road these heathens trav- 
elled. The Jewish system was unable to 
satisfactorily meet the needs of men. 
They sacrificed their lambs and kept 
their feast days, yet their hearts were 
blind to God. But in Jesus Christ we see 
the wondrous results that have followed 
and are following wherever His name is 
preached in its original simplicity and 
power. In spite of all the theological en- 
tanglements and misinterpretations about 
Him, He continues to do His glorious 
work of binding the brokenhearted and 
healing the sick and the lame. Praise God 
for such a revelation of God—one we can 
know and speak to. He is still the only

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Answer: These three scriptures are all 
records of the purification of the temple 
by Jesus. The Jewish religion had been 
commercialized by its leaders and though 
it was perhaps necessary to have someone 
to exchange the money of Judaea for the 
money of foreign countries which was 
brought in by those who came from dif- 
ferent nations, that they might be able to 
buy the sacrifices which they would not 
be able to bring on their long journey, 
these exchangers had become extortioners, 
and those that sold doves and other things 
for sacrifices had brought their commer- 
cial activity into the temple itself. It was 
perhaps more because the leaders had 
completely forsaken the spiritual import 
of the religion of Israel, that they were 
rebuked, rather than because they sold 
sacrifices and exchanged money. How- 
ever, one usually follows the other. When 
a church dies spiritually usually the reli- 
gion of that church is commercialized. 
The spirit of the gospel must be main- 
tained so that men and women who em- 
brace it will have a genuine, born-again 
experience. In this case those who have 
such an experience and maintain it, will 
only want to please God in all of their 
activities,

gust 17, carried the following item:

ALL ALLUSIONS TO HIS DIVINE 
ORIGIN ARE SUPPRESSED. THE

TITLED “HE BUILDS A COMMUNI- 
TY.” The reference to Christ’s female 
followers is headed, ‘“Women help, too.” 
There are many other headings of a simi- 
lar nature, all of them part of the Hitler 
attempt to Hitlerize the New Testament. 
For example, Christ’s summons to take up 
the cross and follow Him is entitled, 
“Without faith and sacrifice there is no 
victory, no life.” American religious 
leaders say perhaps the Nazis are worried 
because the Bible has continued to be 
Germany’s best seller. According to fig- 
ures issued by the Prussian Bible Society, 
sale of Bibles in the last six years has ex- 
ceeded that of Chancellor Hitler’s “Mein 
Kampf” by two hundred thousand. A 
particular demand for Bibles has evi- 
denced itself since the outbreak of the 
war, it is said.”

life in all godliness and honor.” A shout 
may not be a sign of spirituality though 
one who is spiritual may shout. It might 
be well to remember this epigram, “The 
man who has to have a shout on which to 
live will be dead spiritually when the 
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man who lives so he can shout will grow 
in spirituality and prosper.” The way of 
life is a spiritual way and the best way 
to be spiritual is to live close to God and 
let God’s Spirit have His way in our 
life, an inward experience that produces 
outward results.

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President Roosevelt Calls For 


National Day of Prayer 
september 8, 1940 


HE proclamation, dated Wednesday, Au- 
gust 8th, and made public Thursday ait 
the president’s Hudson Valley estate follows: 
“THE AMERICAN HERITAGE OF IN- 
DIVIDUAL FREEDOM and of government 
deriving its power from the consent of the 
governed has from the time of the fathers of 
our republic been proudly transmitted to 
each succeeding generation, and to us of this 
generation has fallen the task of preserving 
it and transmitting it to the future. We are 
now engaged in a mighty effort to fortify 
that heritage. 

“Mindful of our duties in the family of 
nations we have endeavored to prevent the 
outbreak and the spread of war, and we have 
raised our voices against international in- 
justice. As Americans and as lovers of free- 
dom we are humbly sympathetic with those 
who are facing tribulation in lands across 
the seas.

“WHEN EVERY SUCCEEDING DAY 

BRINGS SAD NEWS of suffering and dis- 


aster abroad we are especially conscious of 
the Divine Power and of our dependence 
upon God’s merciful guidance. 


“With this consciousness in our hearts it is 
seemly that we should, at a time like this, 
pray to Almighty God for His blessing on our 
country and for the establishment of a just 
and permanent peace among all nations of 
the world.

“NOW, THEREFORE, I, FRANKLIN D. 
ROOSEVELT, president of the United States 
of America, do hereby set aside Sunday, Sep- 
tember 8, 1940, as a day of prayer; and [| 
urge the people of the United States, of all 
creeds and denominations, to pray on that 
day, in their churches or at their homes, on 
the high seas or wherever they may be, be- 
seeching the Ruler of the universe to bless 
our republic, to make us reverently grateful 
for our heritage and firm in its defense, and 
to grant to this land and to the troubled 
world a righteous, enduring peace .... ” 
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OR several years the cry of the heart of your editor has been that our President would call * 

America to prayer. Not only my heart has been crying out for this, but many of God's x 
ministers and laymen as well have been praying for this. A few years ago, we made a trip 
across the United States and thousands of people signed slips pledging themselves to prayer 
and petitions that this national day of prayer might be called. Literally hundreds of thousands 
signed these petitions. The editor of The Full Gospel Advocate personally secured 125,000 
names. Other ministers were doing the same. Within the last few weeks we have personally, 
either by phone, letter or telegram contacted 3,000 ministers again, urging them to petition the x 
leaders of our nation to call a day of prayer and to lay the necessity of prevailing prayer on x
